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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-10 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record fails to teach or fairly suggests in combination a second retrieving unit 
which is connected between said second table and said first retrieving unit and which 
outputs a coincidence signal and the store value corresponding to said store instruction 
as a load value, when the store instruction read from said second table according to the 
address for said load instruction coincides with the store instruction supplied from said 
first retrieving unit.
